This letter responds to your January 19, 2012 Freedom of Information Act ("FOIA") 
request for "all documents relating to the website MegaUpload.com, MegaUpload Limited and 
Vestor Limited as well as it's owner "Kim Dotcom." Your request was forwarded to the Antitrust 
Division and received by us on February 1, 2012. We assigned your request the above- 
referenced control number. 

Please be advised that we searched the Antitrust Division's records indices, but we were 
unable to locate any records regarding MegaUpload.com, MegaUpload Limited, or Vestor 
Limited. 

In order to obtain information regarding a person other than yourself, you must provide us 
with a signed statement by that person authorizing the release of the information to you. That 
statement must either have been witnessed by a notary or include the following declaration: "I 
declare under penalty of perjury that the foregoing is true and correct. Executed on [date]." 
Alternatively, you must have the subject of your request complete the top portion of the enclosed 
Certification of Identify form by (1) inserting his name as the "requester," (2) providing the other 
identifying information, and (3) printing your name in the "Optional: Authorization to Release 
Information to Another Person" section. Without this authorization, the disclosure of 
information responsive to your request, if it existed, could reasonably be expected to constitute 
an unwarranted invasion of personal privacy and it would be exempt from public disclosure in 
accordance with FOIA Exemption 7(C), 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(7)(C). 
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If you have the enclosed Certification of Identity form duly executed, please return it to us 
with a new FOIA request, and we will conduct a search of the Antitrust Division's records indices 
to determine if there are any records regarding Kim Dotcom. 

If you consider my response to be a denial of your request, you may submit a written 
appeal to the Director, Office of Information Policy, U.S. Department of Justice, 1425 New York 
Ave., NW, Suite 1 1050, Washington, DC 20530-0001. Any appeal should be clearly identified 
as a "FOIA/PA Appeal" and must be received in the Office of Information Policy within 60 days 
of the date of this letter. 28 C.F.R. § 16.9. Judicial review is available thereafter in any of the 
following jurisdictions: (1) where you reside, (2) where you have your principal place of 
business (if any), (3) where the records are located, or (4) in the District of Columbia. 5 U.S.C.
